By no means. all Sovict citizens

What is Electricity ? 


Electritity is a powerful force of 
nature which scientists have mannged 
to harness for practicn] usc in every- 
day life, An electric current Is merely. 
a strenm of “electrons” which Is made 


active by some impetus or foree ap- }- 


plied to it. 


If you stand a score of bricks on 
end touching one another, and then 
give the first brick a push, the whole 
line will fall over, though the bricl 
you pushed has hardly moved any 
distance at all. Something like this 
occurs when an electric current passes 
along a wire. When this is done, 
what really happens Js that electrons 
pars from atom to atom, ench atom 
ns it reecives and electron giving off 
un electron which flics to the next 
atom until the end of the wire is 
renched, and a bell ix rung, or the 
current made -to perform: whatever 
function it is intended it should do,
